May presentation 

ANACS researcher John Roberts talked 
about modern auction catalogs. 

John said auction catalogs, especially large- 
format catalogs issued by companies such 
as Bowers and Merena since the mid- 
1970s, are invaluable research tools. 

He said catalogs matter because they can 
be used to authenticate and grade scarce 
coins, get detail on rare varieties, detect fake, 
maintain a record of prices realized and 
document pedigree. 

John also uses the catalogs for fantasy 
collecting. “I’ve got some of the coolest 
coins you’ve ever seen in these catalogs,” 
he said. 

He said he was able to determine that a 
scarce 1928 China Kweichow auto dollar 
was a fake because of auction catalogs 
showing slabbed coins. 


The coin in question was identical to the 
coins piaiea in the catalogs - down to the 
bag marks. “Matching bag marks is never a 
good thing, “ he said.
